Soviet Openly Admits W ar Role 


The Soviet I ’mon readily admits it is virtually 
in a slate of war with this country, but the 
United States prefers not to recognize such a 
condition in any formal way 
The latest revelation - published in the Soviet 
press _ says explicitly that the Soviet Union 
has sent officers and enlisted men to North 
Viet Nam to instruct in the use of anti-aircraft 
missiles supplied by the Moscow government 
Some United States aircraft have been shot 
down while Russians were on duty at. launching 
sites, according to disclosures in Soviet news­ 
papers. which are controlled bv the Moscow 
government 
The Department of State 
when 
asked 
to 
comment, said it had been "assumed a1! along' 
that Russia had provided technical specialists 
to help fire anti-aircraft missiles in North Viet 
Nam 
When asked whether the subject had 
been officially 
discussed between Washington 
and Moscow, the state depar'ment spokesman 
said he doubted it 
This is the second time in modern history 
that the Soviet Union ha* indirectly engaged in 
a war against other nations without being sub
